II 
the convention which has just ex- 
pired had not been formally abro- 
gated it would have been continued 
Indefinitely and thirty day's notice 
would have been required to end the 
convention. Now the American, gov 
eminent can, in a few hours lift the 
embargo in fact, without further no- 
tice to Mexico. Such an act is fearec 
by the Calles administration because 
there already are revolutionary ele-

Inasmuch as a treaty can su 
persede the constitution in the Unite 
States, according to constitutional e> 
perts, so in Mexican law a treaty wit 
the United States guaranteeing Amer- 
ican citizens against the retroactiv 
feature of the constitution of 191 
would be legally'effective in the Mex 
.ican courts.

mercial treaty with Mexico since 188 
An attempt was made in 1917 by th 
Wilson administration and again 
3923 
by Secretary Hughes to get 


commercial treaty which would rec 
ognizo American rights, but each ef 
fort failed.

IT NEVER PAYS 


Governments, like men. must pay the 


penalty for riotous, immoral or unlawful 
living. The people of Wisconsin are to 
feel the effects of their support of Blame- 
ism, inasmuch as millions of dollars col- 
lected in this state under its system of 
taxation of its banks must be returned to 
the banks as a result of a unanimous-de- 
cision by the nine judges of the supreme 
court of the United States. 
The Wis- 


consin system of taxation was held illeg- 
al. 
Long before the decision was an- 


nounced it was known to be an extremely 
immoral piece of legislation in its man- 
ifest unfairness. 


The theory of the Wisconsin law was 


to tax banks at a higher rate than any 
other corporation and solely because 
through their good management they 
were prosperous and the money could be 
had. 
While other corporations in the 


state were being taxed a good round sum 
in the way of .income taxes based upon 
their profits, the politicians of Wisconsin 
•were not content with banks paying the 
same. They evolved an ad valorem sys- 


\ tern, of taxation that doubled and trebled 


bank taxes in comparison to other corpo- 
rations. 


Indeed the system was so clearly unfair 


and v. ron'gful that the legislature of Wis- 
consin, two years ago. passed an act to 
rectify its injustice. But ilr. Blaine ve- 
toed the bill. 
The veto was good cam- 


paign stuff and Mr. Blaine is in the sen- 
ate. Meanwhile, the people of Wisconsin 
are holding the bag and must pay back to 
the banks the millions improperly collect-1 


ed. Taxes will be high next year because 
the bill must be paid. 


The whole experience is an example 


of the results of inane radicalism and sup- 
erprogress. To the banks it is a blessing 
in disguise, but to bank customers and 
taxpayers it is a hardship. As soon as leg- 
islation of this character is passed by 
the state the banks, in order to meet the 
increased tax. must, and do, either raise 
their interest rates to the people or lower 
the interest rates the}- pay on deposits. It 
is always the ultimate consumer who suf- 
fers: 
The laborer, the farmer, the busi- 


nessman or whoever borrowed

Xow the banks find that 


they are entitled to a large return and 
their stockholders benefit.

To blunder is not afrcrimc, but to keep

government has no more right merely be- 
cause of its strength and power, to be un- 
fair or unjust, than has an individual.

WHITE RULE IN SHANGHAI 


Adjudging the rights and wrongs of the 


present situation in China is a 
difficult 


job. 


It is made even more difficult by the 


fact that it is hard for us in America to 
get accurate, unbiased information about 
the situation there. 


In consequence, there arc a number of 


rather hazy impressions abroad which 
may need a little correcting. 


Most of us, no doubt, feel that Shang- 


hai, the "international city.'' is a sort of 
outpost or haven of enlightened civiliza- 
tion and modern culture in the midst of 
a sea of ignorant semi-barbarians. 


It is pretty generally felt that to turn 


Shanghai over to Chinese rulers would be 
to see man}- social and cultural standards 
brought down to the coolie level. Shang- 
hai under white rule is pictured as a 
humane, civilized city where the poverty 
and opression of othei5 Chinese cities are 
non-existent. 


It may all be so. But here is a little ev- 


idence the other way. 


Not long ago the Shanghai municipal 


council appointed a commission to study 
child labor conditions in this European- 
ruled city. This commission's report dis- 
closes appalling conditions. 
N> 


The selling of young girl children into 


slavery, it states, is common. 


Thousands upon thousands of children 


work in factories. Many of the children 
are no more than six years old; the 12- 
hour day is the rule. Contractors bring 
children in from the country districts, 
paying the parents S2 a month for each 
child. 
The contractors make a profit of 


about S4 a month per child, and the 
youngsters are miserably housed and fed, 
paid not at all and are kept like regular 
slaves. 


In the silk mills are the worst abuses. 


The report cites only two mills where rel- 
atively humane working conditions pre- 
vail; and one of these is under native 
Chinese management and the other under 
Japanese management! The worst con- 
ditions were-found in the British-owned 
and operated mills. 


The report cites a long list of abuses. 


It closes by declaring that the council has 
found it difficult to draw up regulations 
to protect the children because the mills 
are on a highly competitive footing and 
cannot afford to have their profits shaved. 


This "little report is worth remember- 


ing. We had been led to believe that only 
in native-ruled China were such atrocious 
conditions prevalent. This proves other- 
wise. 


It indicates, possibly, that the white 


rule in Chinese cities is not quite as bene-

AX EVIL, FOUGHT FOR YEARS 
The American Automobile Associa- 


tion, which is a non-profittaking or- 
ganization devoted to the interests of 
motorists, has been fighting the speed 
trap evil for years. It has gathered 
information ,is to where .such traps 
have been set up, and the road maps 
which it supplies free to its members 
and for a nominal fee to non-mem- 
bers arc always marked so that the 


tourist Is dully warne^cl when he will 
get into dangerous territory. 


Also, the Association and its con- 


stituent clubs have always been ready 
with their legal representatives to do 
battle in the courts for members who 
have been caught in such traps and 
have the cotirage to fight against in- 
justice rather than uay a fine and 
costs as the easier way of getting out 
of an annoying or embarrassing pre- 
dicament. 


It is no part of the policy of the 


organization to champion the cause 
of the motorist who is charged with 
violation of bona fide traffic laws and 
regulations for one of its fundamental 
principles is conformance to duly con- 
stituted authority. But where it is un- 
questionably true that a s>peecl trap 
has been set up to fatten the purses 
of pretty officials or to enrich the 
community che ; then a lat.l-ditch 
fight will be made. 


Speed traps are of two kinds. The 


most offensive Is that where a com- 
munity — a duly incorporated vil- 
lage or town — establishes 
speed 


limits by ordinance with fines 
and 


costs for violations thereof, and sets 
up the mayor or a justice of the peace 
as the presiding magistrate, his (in- 
come to be a share in such fines or 
costs as he may impose. Usually the 
officer who makes the arrest geta his 
bit, and not infrequently the prosecut- 
ing attorney comes in for a share 
equal to that of the magistrate. In 
such a court,~as has been said, the 
unlucky defendant motorist has about 
as much chance as a mouse being 
chased through the hot place by an 
asbestos cat. 


For example, in a community not 


far from Washington in a State that 
shall be nameless herein, there was a~ 
speed trap ^vhere the arrested motor- 
ist was always told he could put ?1G._- 
50 collateral and go on his way, be- 
cause that would cover the amount 
of his minimum fine and costs if he 
stood trial.

might cost him more. Of the $10.50, 
$5.00 went to the magistrate $5.00 to 
the prosecutor, $1.50 to the arrest- 
ing officer, and $5.00 to the commun- 
ity coffer.

State, which takes a more or less su- 
pervisory interest in the revolutions 
of other countries in this hemisphere,

Spades in addition to the Ace of 
Hearts. The Club suit must be finess- 
ed, so the Queen of Clubs should be 
led to trick 2. 


(3) Declarer should play his Clubs 


on the assumption that East holds the 
King and should try to capture It 
even if guarded by three small cards. 
If East play low on trick 2, South 
should play the Jack or Ten, retain- 
ing the Eight to duck under Dummy's 
Xine which should be led to trick 3 
if the Queen win trick 2. If East play 
low on trick 3 and the Nine win, Dum- 
my continues with a small Club and 
South wins tricks 4 and 5.
